
INCIDENT MANAGEMENT SITUATION REPORT 
FRIDAY SEPTEMBER 24, 2004 – 0530 MDT 

NATIONAL PREPAREDNESS LEVEL 2 
 
 

CURRENT SITUATION: 
 
Initial attack activity was light nationally, with 229 new fires reported.  Two new large fires were 
reported, one each in the Southern California and Southern Areas.  One large fire was contained 
in the Southern Area.  Very high to extreme fire indices were reported in Arizona, California, 
Nebraska and Nevada. 
 
A Presidential Disaster Declaration was issued on 9/4 for Hurricane Frances in Florida and 
another was issued on 9/16 for Hurricane Ivan in Alabama, Florida, Louisiana and Mississippi.  An 
Area Command Team (Ribar) is assigned to the Florida Disaster Field Office, Orlando, FL.  An 
Area Command Team (Williams-Rhodes) is assigned to the Federal Emergency Management 
Agency Regional Operations Center, Atlanta, GA.  Numerous resources have been mobilized as 
part of the relief effort, including aviation assets, mobile caterers and showers, national buying 
teams, crews and miscellaneous overhead personnel. 
 
 

SOUTHERN AREA INCIDENTS: 
 

HURRICANE FRANCES / IVAN RESPONSE, Federal Emergency Management Agency (FEMA).  
A Type 1 Incident Management Team (Bennett) is managing a base camp at Saufley Field Naval 
Air Station in Pensacola, FL.  A Type 1 incident Management Team (Sexton) is managing an 
Operational Staging Area at Maxwell Air Force Base, Montgomery, AL.  A Type 1 Incident 
Management Team (Ferguson) is assigned to Eglin Air Force Base, Pensacola, FL and is 
managing a base camp and supporting the receiving and distribution of supplies.  A Type 1 
Incident Management Team (Anderson) is assigned in Milton, FL and is managing a base camp 
and supporting the receiving and distribution of supplies.  A Type 1 Incident Management Team 
(Wilcock) is assigned in central Alabama and is managing a base camp and supporting the 
receiving and distribution of supplies in nine counties.  A Type 1 Incident Management Team 
(Lohrey) is managing a base camp and supporting the receiving and distribution of supplies in 
Baldwin County, AL.  A North Carolina State Type 2 Incident Management Team (Houseman) is 
assigned to the Jacksonville Naval Air Station, Jacksonville, FL and is supporting the receiving 
and distribution of relief supplies. 
 
HURRICANE IVAN RECOVERY, State of Florida.  Four Florida State Type 2 Incident 
Management Teams (Beauchamp, Hill, Jones and Koehler) are assigned in Pensacola, Eglin Air 
Force Base and Lakeland, FL.  The Teams are running Logistics Staging Areas and handling the 
receiving and distribution of relief supplies. 
 
HURRICANE JEANNE, Federal Emergency Management Agency (FEMA).  A Type 1 Incident 
Management Team (Kearney) has been ordered and will stage in Marietta, GA. 
 
VEILED, Texas Forest Service.  This fire is 15 miles northeast of Conroe, TX in a pine plantation.  
Torching and spotting due to gusty winds were reported.

Most of the fire activity is 
inside the Ventana Wilderness where crews and aerial resources made good progress.  The 
Arroyo Seco campground has been evacuated.

FALLING SNAGS 

Falling snags (dead, standing trees without leaves or needles in the crowns) present a significant 
hazard to wildland firefighters.  Snags typically have much lower fuel moistures than live, green 
trees; and they burn more readily.  In the process, they often throw spot fires far in advance of 
the main fire and often burn through more quickly than green trees, falling with little or no 
warning. 

 The risk of injuries from falling snags increases during the night operational period when 
visibility is greatly reduced. 

 While the cooler, nighttime period is generally a more effective time to gain control of wildfires, 
the increased risk from unseen falling snags may limit the widespread use of crews at night in 
areas of dead and dying timber. 

Environmental conditions that increase risk from falling snags: 

• Strong winds. 
• Night operations. 
• Steep slopes. 
• Diseased or bug-killed areas. 

 

Things to consider when assessing the potential hazards of both snags and green trees: 

• Trees have been burning for an extended period. 
• High-risk tree species (those that are known for rot and shallow root systems) are in 

the area. 
• Numerous downed trees. 
• Dead or broken tips and limbs overhead. 
• Accumulation of downed limbs. 
• Absence of needles, bark or limbs. 
• Leaning or hung-up trees. 

 

Mitigation measures to take: 

• Identify and flag all high-risk snags and green trees. 
• Keep personnel out of the high-risk areas until the hazard has been removed. 
• Establish lookouts.
